This is a decision on the '^APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.705,'' filed January 9, 2006. This 
matter is being treated under 37 CFR 1.705(d) as a timely filed 
application for patent term adjustment. 

The application for patent term adjustment C'PTA") under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.705(d) is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application matured into U.S. Patent No. 
6,963,748 on November 8, 2005. The instant request for 
reconsideration was timely filed January 9, 2006 in accordance 
with 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d). The patent issued with a PTA of 347 
days. Applicants argue that the adjustment of 563 days should 
have been reduced a total of 140 days rather than 216 days. 

A review of the application history reveals that an adjustment 
of 563 days can be attributed to the Office. In accordance with 
37 C.F.R. § 1.702(a) (1), an adjustment of 547 days can be 
attributed to the Office. The adjustment began February 27, 
2003, the day after the date that is 14 months after the date 
that the application was filed, and ended August 26, 2004, the 
date the non-final Office action was mailed. See 37 C.F.R. § 
1.703(a) (1) . 

A further adjustment of 16 days can be attributed to the Office 
in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.702(a) (4). The adjustment began 
October 24, 2005, the day after the date that is four months 
after the date that the issue fee payment was received, and 
ended November 8, 2005, the date the patent issued. See 37 
C.F.R. § 1.703 (a) (6) . 
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In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(c) (10) (ii), the adjustment 
of 563 days can be reduced the lesser period of 120 days for the 
the Rule 312 amendment filed April 7, 2005, 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.704(c) (10) (ii) , the adjustment of 
563 days is further reduced 20 days, from September 1, 2005, the 
date the foreign priority papers were filed, to September 21, 
2005, the date the Office action in response was mailed. 

A review of the record confirms that no drawings were filed on 
June 23, 2005. The reduction of 70 days is removed. 

Accordingly, at the time of issuance, the patent was entitled to 
an overall adjustment of 423 days. 

This application file will be forwarded to the Certificate of 

Corrections branch for issuance of a certificate of correction 
to indicate that the term of this patent is extended or adjusted 
under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) by 423 days.
